U.S. Grand Jury Indicts 
2 Real Estate Boards for 
Anti-Trust Law Violation 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (ffV-Attorney General Clark announced today a federal grand 
jury has Indicted the National AsBociation of Real Estate Boards and the Washington Real 
Estate board on charges of anti-trust violations. The indictment alleges the national as- 
sociation and the real estate 



board In the District of Co- 
lumbia have engaged i 
criminal conspiracy to 
strain trade in the housing 
field in the district by fixing 
the commiBfiion rates to be 
charged by real estate dealers 
in property transfers. 

Olark alBo announced the Boveni- 
ment la fUlng a clvU and antl-tnut 
suit Bgaliut ths Afttne defendants, 
and against Berb#rt U. Nel«oD, ex- 
ecutive vice president at the national 
•uociatlon, and IS members ol the 
Washington real estate board. 

The civil suit Bska cancellation of 
"unlawful provisions of the constitu- 
tion, by-laws, rules- and regulations 
of the national association and the 
Washington board, which fix uni- 
form comfnUalon rates." 

Two federal grand Juries are cur- 
rentlf sitting In Washlniton to In- 
quire Into possible anti-trust viola- 
tions in the housing field and In the 
distribution and sale of gasoline In 
the District of Columbia. 

The two panels were convened 
shortly after Clark announced that 
he was directing the Justice depart- 
ment's anti-trust division to press 
Investigations into any indicated 
"consptr&Q^es" to maintsln or In- 
creaM the current price levels of 
living ooat itms. 

Clark said the Justice deportment 
Inquiry Into the housing field Indi- 
cated that "artificial restraints on 
competition, such as those involved 
In thU matter, bear a definite rela- 
tion to present high housing costs." 

Hie national association, with Its 
principal office at Chicago, Is » na- 
tional trade organization comprised 
of about 38,000 real estate brokers 
and others aftlllated with the real 
esUte business throughout the na- 
Uon. It also Included about 800 local 
real estate brokers' associations.

12,000 Acres Burned 
In Large Range Fire 

SHOSHONE, Aug. 27 — Three range fires, one of which 
swept over 12,000 acres of rangeland on the north side of the 
Snake river in Jerome county, were declared to be under con- 
trol today, but J. A. Keith, district grazier, said the areas 
covered by the blazes were being patrolled to prevent further 
outbreak. 

A farm in tlie Windy Glen area was damaged in the Je- 
rome county blaze, Keith said, but there was no estimate of 
damage. The fire, believed to have been started along the 
road which leads from the north side to the Shoshone falls 
power plant, was attributed 
to "just carelessness" by 
Keith. The fire started Mon- 
day night and reached "large" 
proportions Tuesday before 
being brought under control. 

In other range fires, small blazes 
were reported near Willow creek, 
north of the east end of Camas 
prairie, and east of the Greenwood 
school located east of Haielbni. 
Those fires ^Iso were brought under 
control Toesday. 

- VTeld Burned — 

KelUi said t stubblefleld on thif 
farm ht the Windy Qlta area had 
been swept by the fire. Flames swept 
all the way from the area near 
Shoshone falls to the highway west 
ol Eden before being brought un- 
der controL 

The district grasler said consid- 
erable difficulty was met by crews 
of firefighters.

Even more serious than what It 
will cost to do a minimum Job is 
the posalblllly that, even then, west- 
ern Europe cannot be made self, 
supporting. 

Terrlfie Strain 

Although It would be a terrific 
strain, the U. S. might be able to 
provide the S to B bllUons a year 
for four years about whldi the 
Paris conferees are Ulklng. It might 
even be possible to extend further 
help alter that. But the grave ques- 
tion Is whether western E^irope is 
going to be entirely cut off from the 
food supplies of neighboring coun 
tries in the Russian sphere. 

Even If the United SUtes and 
other producers could till the food 
deficit created by the Iron curtain, 
the difference In shipping costs and 
higher prices due to concentrated 
demand will tend to contribute to 
continued economic unbalance. 
Food Prodaetlon Static 

The main hope that the D. a. 
will be able to carry the load hes 
In keeping her own productive pow- 
ers healthy through protection of 
foreign markets. But western 
Europe, separated from Its Dan- 
ublan breadbasket, must rely on 
manufactures to get the money for 
food. England Is doing the same 
on one of the most Intensive scales 
in history. Everybody is Induatrlai- 
lElng, populations are growing, and 
food production Is not keeping pace. 

The Ruhr, where coal production 
went Into a tallspln when the min- 
ers were on short rations, and Is 
now plckhig up under the incentive 
of pajment In hicreased food, is a 
very simple example of what hap- 
pens when there Is unbalance be- 
tween Industry and agriculture.

Science Aims 
Guns Toward 
Tever' Ticks 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27 {U.l!>-Sclence 
Is now tumhig its guns on the Ucks, 
those insects that burrow under 
man's akin and sometimes Infect 
blm with Rocky mountain spotted 
fever. 

This new attack by science is being 
delivered by James M. Brennan, 
entomologist of the United States 
public health service. Aheady, It 
has resulted In discovery of two 
chemical compounds that appear to 
offer promise na tick repellents. 
"Jaw-Breaker" Namea 

These compounds are both Jaw- 
breakers to pronounce. Technically, 
they are known as phenyJcycIohex- 
anol and butyacetanlllde. As of 
now, there are no adopted abbrevi- 
ated names for these compounds. 

Brennon and his associates at the 
Rocky mountain laboratory recalled 
that during the war years several 
thousand compounds, mixtures and 
synthetics were tested for their re- 
pellent and toxic quaUUes against 
mosquitoes, lice, mites and other 
pests that affect the health of man. 
DDT Not EffecUve 

As a result, along came dlcklorodi- 
phenyltrlchloroethane, a 31-letter 
compound that scientists generously 
nicknamed DDT for short DDT has 
been cerUln death for files, mos- 
quitoes and the like— but It was not 
effective against the tick. 

Brennan. In the past year, has 
used some BO organic materials In 
a search for a "DDT" for the tick. 
He found IS to be of value, accord- 
ing to his preliminary report on the 
experiment.

Criminals Sorted Out 

Other Japanese war criminals 
have been sorted out as "class B" 
and. "class C" cases. Their trials 
sUrled In December. 18411, and wUl 
be wound up "sometime" next year. 
These trials are being handled by 16 
mlhtary commissions, operating on 
the order of courts martial. 

Thus far some 14B cases, involving 
about 300 suspects, have been prose- 
cuted In Japan In the class B and O 
category plus another 80 cases In- 
cluding 209 defendants at MonUa. 
There are sUU IBS cases awaiting 
trial.

NOT TRUE TO FORM 
The moment we read President Truman's 
veto mesaage dtaapprovlng the national sci- 
ence loundatlon bUI we felt that Bomethlng 
waa wrong. The whole performance was out 
of character. The Republican congress had 
behaved like some of the rank New Dealers 
It delights In castigating. And now the Presi- 
dent seemed to be talking like a Republican 
congressman. 

According to long-term tradition and re- 
cent practice, this Is how Republican con- 
gressmen are supposed to leel: 

They want to keep a controlling hand on 
all matters vital to the public welfare. This 
Is particularly true when those matters are 
administered through the executive depart- 
ment. 

They are suspicious and Jealous of those 
aeml-offlclal advisers and boards who are 
close to the President's ear and aloof from 
congress. 

They are particularly suspicious of scien- 
tists and professors. 

By the same tokens of tradition and prac- 
tice, this Is how a Democratic President Is 
supposed to feel: 

He likes to run his own department as his 
own show, without too much free advice Irom 
congress. 

He Is partial to unofficial advisers who 
aren't required to go running up capltol hill 
every time congress snaps Its fingers. 

He Is particularly partial to scientists and 
professors. 

Yet here we have President Truman com- 
plaining that this National Science founda- 
tion, which would determine national policy 
In the research field and spend a lot of 
money, would be made up of Individuals who 
were essentially private cltlsens. 

Not only that, but Mr. Truman feared that 
the board members would be employed pri- 
vately by Institutions eligible lor grants of 
federal funds to support scientific research. 

This would seem to suggest that Mr. Tru- 
man retains an abiding faith in the impar- 
tiality and objectivity of the political patron- 
age system, which would be the obvious al- 
ternative for passing out the dough If the 
foundation members dldnt do It themselves. 



HOLLYWOOD'S INTERNATIONAL ROLE 
Just as American movie producers were 
deciding to stop shipping films to Britain 
because of the confiscatory new tax, the 
Soviet newspaper Trud, always on the ball, 
came out with a story that Britain and 
Prance were "in the yoke of -Hollywood." 
When news of Hollywood's latest decision 
seeps beneath the Iron curtain, Trud no 
doubt will ba delighted to find out how 
wrong It was. 

This decision will probably reduce the 
presence and Influence of American films 
abroad to a new low In recent peacetime his- 
tory. Nor can Hollywood be blamed too 
much: It* films grossed about $400,000,000 
in Great Britain last year. The producers say 
that 9933,000,000 of this was left In Britain 
as taxes, salaries, operating coats and other 
charges. The rest represented Hollywood's 
profit. And the only profit made by many 
pictures was realised from these overseas 
bookings. 

Now Britain's government has decided to 
take 7fi per cent of that profit, which, on the 
basis of last year's figures, would cut the 
Hollywood harvest from 17 to 4.2a per cent. 
That might be all right If the i.2b were 
uniform and guaranteed. But a film's draw- 
ing power Is so uncertain that the went coast 
studio heads apparently decided that the 
gamble wasn't worth It. 

So the British government, In a move of 
doubtful wisdom, has lost some $333,000,000 
for Itself and its cltlions in an effort to get 
an extra 9&1,000,000. Britons have lost some 
more enjoyment from their already bleak 
lives, slnoo their film Industry's production 
doesn't begin to satisfy their movie appetite. 
The British government has lost more prec- 
ious dollars through a probable boycott of 
British films by American distributors. And 
the American film industry has lost a pro- 
fitable market. 

All this may not seem too Important. But 
the great pity Is that lust as Hollywood seem- 
ed about to face life as It Is, Its most Import- 
ant foreign market Is closed. So the film 
people have missed a chance to do an Im- 
porUnt Job of sailing America to Drltoiis 
and Europeans. 



TOWARD CONVALKHCENCE 
Seven out of 10 European countries showed 
a gain in Industrial production last month. 
This Is not only encouraging but a little 
surprising. Tor there have been times when 
It jeemed that Europe was waiting for the 
Marshall plan as if it were an oxygen tent 
Instead of what it obviously was meant to 
be— a tonic. 

If the present happy stats of recovery coiv 
tlnues, the patient should be in shape noxt 
year to receive the maximum benefit from 
Dr. lilarshaU's treatment.

BURPRISINO— By comparison with the west's tn- 
flux, almost all other slates showed hardly any signifi- 
cant change, although there were surprising shifts 
within cerUln manufacturing commonwealths. 

The northeast registered an Increase of only 3.T 
per cent, as against a naUonal Jump In population 
averaging S3. The north central area experienced 
a gain of 4 per cent, while the soutli showed only 3.S 
per cent Incresac. 

The farm belt and Dixie suffered from the loss 
of young men and women seeking bonanza employ- 
ment elsewhere. North Dakota lost 10 per cent, and 
South Dakota 15 per cent, while there were smaller 
but serious declines In Nebraska, Missouri and In 
many states below the Mason and Dixon line. 

Striking Rains were made by such commonwealths 
as Michignn, Indiana, Ohio, Texas, Vlrgmia. Mary- 
land and Connecticut, In addition to those mentioned 
above. 

IMPRINT— The west's amailng growth will Inevit- 
ably have a deep and permanent Imprint on the 
nation's political and economic structure, tending to 
otffiGt the suzerainty which Its legislative represenU- 
tlves, governors and Chambers of Commerce complain 
that eastern interests have enjoyed for so long. It 
explains that section's current demands for more 
favorable treatment of Its plans for Industrial ex- 
pansion. 

For one thing, on the basis of the 3^38,000 Increase, 
western staUs may be entitled to six addlUonal mem- 
bers of the house of represenU tlves If congressional 
districts are reapporiloned In ISSO or thereabouts, aa 
the constitution provides. In the last reapportion- 
ment, they scored imusually heavy gahts, especlslly 
Cahtomla. 

ADVANTAGE — ^The population Increase also pro- 
vides a sizable home market tieyond the Rockies, an 
advantage which thla area did not possess before 
World war II. It has become self-sufficient In every 
way, Therefore, It insists on manufscturhig goods for 
other parts of the country and foreign export as well 
aa for home consumption. 

The proximity of vast resources of oil, coal and Iron 
ore and other metals will support these new demands. 
An Industrially conscious west will Insist on more 
generous treatment. Including lower railroad rates, 
greater appropriations for Its power. Irrigation and 
reclamation projects, more business for war -built 
Industries, shipyards and airplane plants. 

An Intangible asset lor states which have Increased 
their population la that most of the emigres are young, 
ambitious, Imaginative and skilled. If they settle 
down and build a permanent stake In their new 
habitations, they may remake the pollUcal, social and 
economic map within the next few years, 

FUEL-questlon from R. V, of Haverhill, Mass.: "In 
view of recent and numerous coal strikes, there have 
been reports that many factories, business Institutions 
and domestic consumers would turn to other forms of 
fuel In self -protect Ion. Have they?" 

Answer: They have. Industries and railroads, for 
Instance, are Dlesellxlng. At the beginning of 1047. 
Diesel horsepower In use was estimated at 43,&00,000 
Jn 113,041 InsUllatlons. Tills compares with only 
10,030,000 horsepower and 33,100 Installations In 1041. 
The Increase In demand for Diesel fuel Is 160 per cent. 

Installations of oil burners for central heating of 
homes and small stores was 3,100,000 on June 30 of this 
year, as against 2,403,060 In the month ot Pearl Harbor. 

The use of "bottled gas" by consumers In rural and 
small-town areas has become especially heavy. Con- 
sumption has Increased by 30S per cent over the 
1U41 volume. 

There has also been a large slilft from coal to gas, 
especially In homes. Since these changcovers were 
made during the war period, when both materlala 
and tabor tor making new InitalUtlons were In short 
supply, the oil and gas Interests look for an even 
greater business boom In the forthcoming years.

So. on the average, I manage an 
air of flippant contempt for the 
comedy, avoiding anger and high- 
sounding morality but trying all the 
time to make the study of history 
easier for millions yet unborn. 

Actually. I don't give a Oamn 
about Elliott's characUr. All I care 
for are facts and I Insist that, but 
for me. posterity's history and lit- 
erature would have been denied the 
story ot a family without a like from 
the beginning of time to the date 
ot these presents. 

To be sure, there were royal 
uxoricides and matricides, adulter- 
ers and maniacs and Woodrow Wl- 
son had roguish moments when, as 
It were, Sherman's horse got down 
off the statue and chivvied a han- 
som all over the park, whinnying 
salaclouflly at an incredulous filly 
of lnfle:(lble proprieties and ad- 
vanced years. ^ ^ 

Most of our presidents, though, 
have been mere moose-heads and 
muAkellunge, stuffed with kapok and 
hay and, but for my resolute Insist- 
ence agslnst the Idolaters, Frank 
D. would t>e, also, and his loved 
ones wax nonentities. 

I shall not recount my original 
contributions to the treasure which 
otherwise would have been lost, 

Aa a historian day by day I am 
criticized for delighting In the ef- 
fronteries of Elliott, but what else, 
may I ask. has this strsnge fellow 
to be rememlxred for at all? Sl- 
IcncB the story of his loans and de- 
faults, his orgle« and his Invincible 
gall and what have you?

Now, during the recent quUtlng 
party in Washington, Elliott, in his 
blundering way, opened a' wrong 
door and revealed a glknpse that 
posterity wlU enjoy as another Im- 
promptu scene at the fireside. 

Elliott said his photo recon- 
nalsance outfit had sent back to 
the United States during the war a 
Ool. Harry Eldson who had come 
ttu:ough five missions. 

"He was the Colonel Eldson who 
was mentioned so much here,' 
|k>tt said. 

It seems that Colonel Eldaon also 
had been a gueat at some of Johnny 
Meyer's basket-lunch parties at El 
Morocco and hay-rack rides to the 
Waldorf. 

Eldson accomplished nothing on 
his assignment to Washington to 
get new planes, so Elliott, poor devU, 
tore himself away Irooi the war for 
k dreary round of sordid relaxation 
In Washington, New York and 
Hollywood, mostly on the cuff. 

Elliott's second wife, Ruth Ooog- 
ins Roosevelt, married Lieut-Col. 
Harry P. Eldson on June 33, 1B14. 
■bout two months after she divorced 
his oDovnandlng officer. Eldson was 
the pilot of a plane In which Elliott 
flew In the Tunisian campaign. The 
record doea not state flatly that 
Elliott ever flew his own plane on 
actual oonbat mlaslon'a although 
be came home clanking with medals. 

In the official report of the treas' 
ury on the Investigation of Elllott'i 
defaulted loans and strange flnan. 
clal practices. Urs. Eldson swean 
that on Nov. D. 1H3. President Rooae- 
velt sent her 3.SO0 shares of Texas 
state network, which Elliott had 
financed largely by gypping auck-

stock oollatera] for two cents co 
the dollar mmA were trimmed lor 
roughly taUjOOO.

Both said 
they believed this and turned la their 
certificates to Jesse Jones, who de- 
livered them to President Rooserclt 
At the White House.

The old man hid them so well that 
Elliott couldnt find, them later, 
though he tried. Hartford's notes 
from EUlott were destroyed. Balrd 
turned over to Jones notes made to 
him )>y EUlott fo!r a total ot tllO,- 
000. Balrd Indorsed them "without 
recourse." The mere destruction of 
Hariford'a notes .and the ntrrender 
of Balrd'a notes to Jones took Elliott 
out ot debt. 

Without paying a dime he was 
forgiven debts of about tSOD.OOO. 
But more than that, the old man 
wheedled bock the Stock, which he 
then turned over to Ruth. In two 
years, the stock was worth t3S0W0. 
divided between her and her children 
ot Elliott, as alimony. 

Now Eldson is married to the 
girl with the fortune and Elliott's 
notes which Ruth holds are stUt 
alive and may be presented tor 
collection any time EUlott aeenu.to 
have anythliig. 

About taxes on this fortune, I Just 
don't know. The treasury handed 
the Roosevelts special treatment 
amounting to a great personal gift 
from the taxpayers. The old man
